Operation Should Be Performed When

Docking should be done when tho 
lambs are about ten days old.

W hen a farmer buys a plow he pays 
the man who mined the metal, the 
woodman who felled the tree, the 
manufacturer who assembled the raw* 
material and shaped it into an ar­ 
ticle of usefulness, the railroad that 
transported it and the dealer who 
sold him the goods. 
He pays the 
wages of labor and capital employed 
in the transaction as well as pays 
for the tools, machinery, buildings, 
etc., used in the construction of the 
commodity and the same applies to 
all articles of use and diet of him­ 
self and those engaged in the sub­ 
sidiary lines of industry. 
There is no payroll In civilization 
that does not rest upon the back 
of the farmer. 
He must pay the bills 
—all of them. 
The total value 
of the nation’s 
annual agricultural products is around 
$12,000,000,000, and it is safe to esti­ 
mate that 95 cents on every dollar 
goes to meeting the expenses of sub­ 
sidiary industries. 
The farmer does 
not work more than thirty minutes 
per day for himself; the remaining 
thirteen hours of the day’s toil he 
devotes to meeting the payroll of the 
hired hands of agriculture, such as 
the manufacturer, railroad, commer­ 
cial and other servants. 


The Farmer’s Payroll and How He 
Meets It. 


The annual payroll of agriculture 
approximates $12,000,000,000. 
A por­ 
tion of the amount is shifted to for­ 
eign countries in exports, but the 
total payroll of industries working for 
the farmer divides substantially as 
follows: 
Railroads, 
$1,252,000,000; 
manufacturers, $1,365,000,000; mining, 
$655,000,000; 
bauks, 
$200,000,000; 
mercantile $3,500,000,000, and a heavy 
miscellaneous payroll constitutes the 
remainder. 
It takes the corn crop, the most 
valuable in agriculture, which sold 
last year for $1,692,000,000, to pay off 
the employes of the railroads; the 
money derived from our annual sales 
of livestock of approximately $2,000,- 
000,000, the yearly cotton crop, valued 
at 
$920,000,000; 
the 
wheat 
crop, 
which is worth $610,000,000, and the 
oat crop, that is worth $440,OOO,OOO, 
are required to meet the annual pay­ 
roll 
of 
the 
manufacturers. 
The 
money 
derived from the remaining 
staple crops is used in meeting the 
payroll of tho bankers, 
merchants, 
etc. 
After these obligations are paid, 
the farm er has only a few bunches of 
vegetables, some fruit and poultry 
which he can sell and call the pro­ 
ceeds his own. 
When the farm er pays off his help 
he has very little left and to meet 
these 
tremendous 
payrolls 
he 
has 
been forced to mortgage homes, work 
women in the field and increase the 
hours of his labor. 
TVe are, there­ 
fore, compelled t o ’T all upon all in­ 
dustries dependent upon the farmers 
for subsistence to retrench in their 
expenditures and to cut off all un­ 
necessary expenses. 
This course is 
absolutely necessary in order to avoid 
a reduction in wages, and we want, 
if possible, to retain the present wage 
scale paid railroad and all other in­ 
dustrial employes. 
W e will devote this article to a 
discussion of unnecessary expenses 
and whether required by law or per­ 
mitted by the managements of the 
concerns, is wholly immaterial.

About Thin-Shelled Eggs. 


By J. H. R E E D . 
Have you any hens which are lay­ 
ing soft-slielled eggs? 
Do you know 
why? Well, it is because they aren't 
getting any lime to make egg shells 
out of. 
You couldn’t expect a mason to 
build a silo without cem ent 
So you 
can’t expect hens to put shells around 
their eggs without lime. 
They must 
have the materials to work with be­ 
fore they can build eggs. 
And the 
better materials they are furnished, 
the better eggs they manufacture. 
Speaking about masons, common 
plaster makes a fairly good source of 
lime for hens. Crush it up and put it 
in a hopper, where they can get it 
when they need it. 
They will make 
very good shells from it. 
But the best materials for hens to 
get their lime from are shells. These 
can be gathered along some lake or 
river shore and crushed by putting 
them in a bag and breaking them up 
with a hammer. 
If you desire, any 
feeding company 
will 
supply 
you 
with crushed oyster shell at a nominal 
price. 
A soft-shelled egg is worthless, be­ 
cause it can’t be shipped. Tut a hop­ 
per in your poultry house ami keep 
it filled with crushed shell. It will not 
cost much 
And you will not be both­ 
ered any more w ith soft shelled eggs.

Things Sized Up By Secretary of the 
Boosters’ Club. 
“City planning.” that has recently 
become a prominent part in tile ac­ 


tivities of many of the strongest com­ 
mercial clubs in America, is being re­ 
duced almost to the status of a sci­ 
ence, and in the light of the experi­ 
ence of many of our older American 
cities exact work in “city planning” 
started too late, as a great many of 
them are finding both to their sorrow 
and cost. 
“Every one who has ever visited 
the city of Boston knows something 
of its crazy labyrinth of streets and 
how 
almost 
impossible it is for a 
western 
person 
accustomed 
to 
straight line travel to get anywhere 
in that town of baked beans and cod­ 
fish aristocracy without the aid of a 
guide. 
Boston 
has 
just 
recently 
waked up to a realization of this con­ 
dition and a survey of projected plans 
for a modern outlet from the city’s 
center to the ocean water's edge in­ 
dicates the appalling cost of $50,000,- 
000 to accomplish it. 
To a modified degree it may be said 
that Sedalia’s “planning” has been 
neglected and that we have already 
outgrown some opportunities which, 
if availed earlier in the city’s history, 
would have been productive of a num 
ber of things now considered desir­ 
able and which it is the hope of pro­ 
gressive lovers of Sedalia may ulti­ 
mately b© realized. 
One of these is 
numerous, close in small parks and 
playgrounds for the use and recrea­ 
tion of everybody 
in 
general, 
but 
those of moderate means and school 
children in particular. 
True, we have that beauty spot, 
Liberty park, and the center of the 
city is within walking distance from 
the open country for most of our peo­ 
ple during periods of favorable wea- 
ther, but such jaunts for recreation 
are on a parity with walking uphill 
for the privilege of getting to slide 
down. When this city was originally 
plotted It would have been possible to 
reserve space for such utilities at fre­ 
quent intervals at very small cost. 
Now* to secure 
them 
would 
entail 
quite a heavy expense. 
Perfect sanitation, 
the beautifica­ 
tion of streets and all public ways, 
and provision for such recreation and 


sadly neglected and are now in a con­ 
dition imperatively needing attention 
if their existence is to be prolonged. 
Tree surgery has come to be a rec­

Objections to Hilly Roads. 
When Curtis Hill was Missouri’s 
state highway engineer, a rule that 
he recommended was adopted in the 
payment of state aid toward the cost 
of permanent road construction—that 
was that no grades should exceed 5 
per cent, or a rise of 5 feet in each 
IOO feet of distance. 
A recommendation by Logan Waller 
Page, chief of the United States office 
of public roads, is that such grades 
should not exceed 4 per cent, the rea­ 
sons for which, as well as plans to be 
observed in laying out or relocating 
road routes, are set forth in the ap­ 
pended extracts from a late bulletin 
from Chief Page’s department: 
The cost of hauling over country 
roads is largely determined by the 
size of the load that. can be hauled, 
the number of trips that can be made 
in a day, and the wear and tear on 
teams and equipm ent, according to 
the 
office 
of public roads. 
Steep 
grades, as well as ruts and niudholes, 
serve to decrease both the speed and 
the load. 
On the principle that* a 
chain is no stronger than its weakest 
link, the maximum toad that a team 
can draw* is the load that it can draw 
up the steepest hill or through the 
deepest mudhole on that road. 
Wherever possible roads should be 
located on straight lines between ter­ 
minal points. 
In hilly or mountain­ 
ous country, however, the attempts 
to keep roads straight between ter­ 
minals often leads to the serious er­ 
ror of heavy grades. Straightness and 
grade must, therefore, be handled to­ 
gether. 
The best location 
is 
one 
which is straight in general direction, 
is free from steep grades, is located 
on solid ground, 
and 
serves 
the 
largest 
number of 
people. 
Roads 
should be located tor the benefit of 


time) as much as he can draw on a 
level. 
A 4 per cent grade is, there­ 
fore, considered 
the 
maximum 
on 
roads subject to heavy hauling. Many 
steep grades may be avoided by lo­ 
cating the road around 
instead 
of 
over the hill—the handle of the buck­ 
et is no longer when held in a hori­ 
zontal position than in 
vertical. 
By 
going around 
we avoid two steep 
hills. 
If the road must pass up a steep 
hill or mountain sides, the steepness 
of the grade may be decreased by in­ 
creasing the length of the road. 
In 
other words, eliminate steep grades by 
locating the road on curved or zigzag 
lines, and not in a straight line from 
the 
bottom 
to 
the top of (he hill. 
These curves, should 
be, carefully 
plotted and the straight stretches lo­ 
cated with an instrument. 
This im­ 
proves the looks of the road and does 
not add materially to its cost. 
In studying the relation of grade to 
distance the following calculation is 
interesting: 
To lift a ton one foot 
high requires 2,000 foot-pounds of en­ 
ergy; on a rod the surface of which 
offers IOO pounds of tractive resist­ 
ance per ton the same energy would 
roll the ton a horizontal distance of 
20 feet.

sent from the trenches in Northern 
f ranee by a correspondent who vol­ 
unteered for service with the British 
i army at the beginning of the war; 
“Although there was 
no 
formal 
true*- declared during the 
’Holiday 
season, the fighters here had several 
days of quiet, by tacit consent. 
“Germans and Englishmen m et on 
the plain field between 
the 
lines 
shook bunds, swapped tobacco, told 
storks, and were even planking an 
international football game when the 
w eather turn? I bad. 
All day long 
there was much search tor souvenirs 
‘to «pnd home,’ and hundreds of frag­ 
ments of shell or broken equipment 
J were picked up In sections 
of 
thn 
j field where ordinarily it would mean 
sure death for a soldier to show him­ 
self. 
“All rifle firing stopped at twilight 
on Christmas eve. 
During the eve­ 
ning both sides placed candles and 
little bonfires 
as 
Christmas 
lights 
along the top of the trenches. When 
it was seen that neither side intend­ 
ed to take advantage of the tempor­ 
ary i>eaee, the soldiers began to dim ! 
out ot their trenches and took up po­ 
sitions in the bright moonlight on 
the flat ground iu front. 
Back and 
forth across that two hundred yard 
field they greeted each other with 
wishes for a Merry Christmas. There 
was much cheering, speech-making, 
singing carols, and a little dancing. 
The Englishmen got out their hymn 
bocks, with which most of the sol­ 
diers are provided, and sang Lead 
Kindly Light, Abide W ith Me, and 
While 
Shepherds 
W atched 
Their 
Flocks Bv Night. 
The hymns were 
interpersed with such 
favorites 
as 
Mandalay and Tipperary.

‘ league has absolutely no chance at 
all to profit through its 
anti-trust 
suit 
against, 
organized 
baseball.” 
That was the statement here today 
oi a prominent attorney, 
who 
has 
made an extensive study of the law 
as applied to baseball, aud who has 
figured prominently in some of the 
biggest baseball 
cases 
that 
have 
con e up in court in the past. 
The 
first hearing on the suit will he in 
the federal court, presided over by 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis, iii 
Chicago next Wednesday and 
both 
sides are active now preparing their 
cases for presentation. 
“SupiJOfie the Federal league should 
win its suit—and that is beyond be­ 
lief,” said the local lawyer. 
“What 
can the court do? 
If Judge Landis 
orders the National 
and 
American 
leagues dissolved, the Federal league 
also must he dissolved—but such a 
thing is impossible unde'* the 
law. 
Imagine, then, that he should simply 
dissolve the 
National 
Commission 
and declare the national agreement 
illegal and void. The separate leagues 
that now’ are under jurisdiction of 
the governing body can continue to 
operate on their own hook, and noth­ 
ing can prevent them from continuing 
friendly to each other and refusing 
to do any business with the Feds. 
If such is the case, what is the 
Federal league’s idea in bringing this 
suit against organized baseball? 
At 
least two possible reasons are appar­ 
ent. 
In the first place, 
the 
Feds 
think it w ill help their defense in in­ 
junction suits brought aainst them. 
They can cite the anti-trust suit as 
a reason why the injunction cases 
should be i>ostponed( with the idea 
that thereby they will be enabled to 
use several players who have jumped 
to them from 
organized 
hall 
and 
whom organized ball is trying to tie 
up. But even here they may be hoist 
by their own petard, for organized 
ball can cite the same thing as a 
reason for postponing action on suits 
of the Feds to restrain men who have 
jumped back to their 
former 
em- 
ployers.
